Absence of a statement need 
not, of course, occasion any, sur- 
The focal government's 
views on the interpretation and 
the practical consequences of the 
Convention of Peking, 1898, were 
set out in a communication pub- 
lished in the newspapers on Sun- 
day, and it is a fair inference that 
Government has nothing to add 
or substract, Apart from that, it 
must be obvious that the issuc as 
such is outside the ‘sphere of the 
Hong Kony Government, and 
that if the Chinese Government is 
seriously interested in pursuing a 
point so trivial in fact, if not per- 
haps quite so trivial in principle, 
then its representations should be 
made through different channels. 
Nobody, of course, deceives him- 
self to the extent of supposing that 
the status of a partly demolished 
walled city, consisting of a few 
hovels, is a matter of high im- 
portance to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, especially when historically 
and juridically, British sovereign 
rights are beyond question. The 
treaty position has been well 
established since the turn of. the 
century, and a challenge on inter- 
pretation and practice ‘presented 
locally now is to be seen only in 
one light, "as symptomatic of a 
policy which to say the least is 
not particularly helpful to the 
preservation of good relations be- 
tween Britain and China. It holds 
out no prospects save those of un- 
warranted discord and embarrass-

AIR DISASTERS 


A tragic ezcident at Le Bour- 
get recently involved the death of 
twenty persons who had embark- 
ed upon a journey which has be- 
conit almost as much a matter of 
course as crossing the strect.

As he watched the seagulls 
the designer thought: “if only 
I could build a plane to fly as 
perfectly aa‘a bird.” He noticed 
what his technical mind called 
“streamlined effect’? and the 
“flying position” of the seagulls, 
He saw chow. they « reduced 
“drag” by tucking their legs un- 
der them, lowering them only 
when about to land. 

-Never Knew 

Reginald Mitchell began 
sketching. And amid the screech- 
ing of the seagulls that day 
was born the idea that was to 
fill the skies with the scream 
‘of Spitfires hurtling into action 
in-the Battle of Britain. 

Reginald Mitchell never knew 
his triumph, A sick man, he 
wore himself out by his efforts 
to produce a 400 m-p.h. machine, 
and when‘he died on June 12, 
1937, he was only 42. 7 

A fine tribute to Mitchell 
was contained in the film “The 
First of. the Few," in - which 
the designer was most sensi- 
tively portrayed by the late 
Leslie Howard, But something 
less transient that a film is re- 
quired to serve the memory of 
the man who saved Britain. 

The Spitfire Mitchell Men- 
orial Fund plens a two-fold 
memorial. Two scholarships in 
acronautics are to be founded, 
tenable at Southampton or 
other University, and a first- 
class Youth Centre is to be bullt 
in Stoke-on-Trent, where Mit- 
chell spent his boyhood days. 
Whatever is done, however, to 
perpetuate the memory of the 
inventor of the Spitfire, Mitchell 
has left his reat monument in 
the sky. ‘ 

Mad About Planes 

Reginald Joseph Mitchell was 
born in the little Staffordshirc 
village of: Talke, in 1895... The 
family moved to Longton, Stoke. 
on-Trent, and Reginald wont to 
an elementary school and then 
to Hanley High School, In tne 
early years of the century, when 
some doubted whether the motor- 
car had come to stay, the young 
schoolboy was “mad about 
aerpianes,’ and spent every 
moment he could making models 
of them. At 16, Reginald Mit- 
chell was apprenticed to a local 
engineering firm. He served his 
time both @@ the bench and. in 
the drawing office; after work 
he studied engineering at even- 
ing classes. His brilliance was 
easily distinguishable and before 
long he became on instructor at 
a technical collage. 

The first World War gave 
Mitchell his opportunity. In 
1916 ho obtained an appolnt- 
‘ment with the Supermarine 
Aviation Works at Southampton. 
After threo years,’ when only 
26, he became chiof . engincer 
and designor.. It was then he 
began ‘to conceive the planes 
that gave Britain the lead in 
‘the ‘sir, In 1920 he: was- given

Nazi Danger 


While designing record-break- 
‘ing machines, Mitchell was also 
working on a numbor of flying 
boats ‘and amphibians; the 
“Southamton,” the 
and the “Stranracr.” One of his 
earliest amphibians he named 
the “Sengull” after the birds 
he loved to watch and a close 
study of which was. later to 
help bim cvolvo his masterpiece, 
the “Spitfire.” . 

In a visit ° to 
Mitchell = realired =the Nazi 
danger. He cut .his holiday 
short and became a man with 
a mission, In 1934, the Trea- 
aury made o amall grant for 
fighter development, the Air 
Ministry gnve Mitchell ts 
support, and Rolla Royce offer- 
ed him their co-operation. 

Suddenly the coyntry awoke 
to the menace of Hitlerism, 
which ‘Mitchell had been quick 
to perceive, The brilliant de- 
signer was given a free hand, 
urged to hurry. The man of 
speed had become the man of 
the hour. He worked hard, 
ignoring twitches of pain. 
Later, when they ‘became too 
insistent to be ignored, he said 
he could not spare the time for 
treatment. It went on like that 
—work ‘and pain—for two 
years. Then; in March 1987, he 
came to London for an -opera- 
tlon— and he was told he had 
three months to live. 

Last Effort 

In his Southampton home, 
which he was now too ill to 
leave, ‘Mitchell had the windows 
opened wide go that he could 
listen to ‘Spitfires on test, as he 
arranged the settling-up of his 
affairs. In May a last effort 
was made to save him life. He 
was flown. to Vienna. for, treat- 
ment and came home knowing 
it had failed. Three weeks later 
Reginald Joseph Mitchell dicd. 

A secret of the last montha 
of Mitchell’s lifo waa revealed 
‘by his wife in 1944. Mitchell, 
confident in his ‘belief that 
Spitfires would break the back 
of an invading air force, had 
already begun to think offen- 
sively. Mitchell wanted ao heavy 
bomber; he hoped {t would be 
the most deadly weapon in the 
world. It was to have four 
engines and carry its bomb load ! 
in the wings. He' lived only to 
see some early drawings. 

.The, prototype was almost 
completed when it was destroy- 
ed in one of the German air, 
attacks. ‘The project was even* 
tually abandoned as ‘the delay 
meant it would have been out 
of date by the time if could 
bo put into production. .. 

But for this disaster, four- 
engined bomber, attacks on 
Germany could have -been made 
much ‘cariler. Mrs. Mitchell 
died, Jast January and the de- 
signer’s son is now a flying 
officer-in the RAF, | ;

‘Every member of the United 
Nations is deeply interested in 
preventing a recurrence of that. 
fear and those consequences,” the 
President added.

Nagatome 
To Hang 


Singapore, Sept. 16. 

Lieutenant-General Yoshitada 
Nageatome was today sentenced 
to death by hanging by the Aus- 
tralian War Crimes Court here 
for .atrocities aainst Dutch, 
British and Australian prison~ 
ery of war on the Sham-Burma 
“death railway.” 

Nugatome. at one time ad-, 
jutant in Manchuria to General 
Hideki Tojo, former Japanese 
premier and chicf of the Japan- 
ese Army General Staff, who Is 
on trial in Tokyo before the 
International War Crimes Tri- 
bunal, wus specifically charged 
with unlavfally ordering and 
enusing six Dutch and two 
Australian prisoners of war to 
be shot when recaptured after 
attempting to escape. 

The defence’ counsel said that 
Nagatome was a brilliant officer 
who had graduated top of hia 
class from.the military academy 
in Tokyo receiving & gold watch 
from the Emperor. He had been 
dismiased from his post as ad- 
jutant to Tojo in Manchuria 
for his pro-British sympathies 
and for his effort to promote 
a better. spirit towards China 
after the Manchuria “incident.” 

Seven other Japanese and 
Korean officers and guards from 
the “death railway” were also, 
sentenced ta death in Singapore 
toda). ‘ .

‘This is where our credulity is 
hardest hit. Ia the annals ‘of 
vompetitive athletics a champlon 
miler, no matter how near he has 
heen to the four-minute mile, has 
never run the 190 yards in evens 
and a ernck sprinter has never 
bettered 4 mins, 30 secs. for the 
mile, The imuscular .construction 
of the psons and iiliacus just docs 
not permit it and the respiratory 
system seems unable to allow tha 
necessary adjustment. 

Decathlon competitors have al- 
ways turned in a second-rate 
1,500 metres becouse the event 
requires the 100 metres, high 
hurdles, broad and: high: jumps, 
and the 400-metres, where an 
athlete with a sprinter's puild con 
score heavily.
